which attempted to seize tihe Gulf of 
Riga and attain a strategic position 
to assist the troops ashore, were dis- 
persed and damaged. 
The assemb- 


lage of German craft •was the larg- 
est of any engaged in the naval ac- 
tions of the war thus far, with, the 
exception of the allied squadron at 
the Dardanelles. 
It nosed its way 


towards Riga much after the man- 
ner of the British ships ranged off 
the Belgian coast last fall. The fact 
that the 
German 
warships 
were 


forced to retire is a source of satis- 
faction to the British press, -which 
finds encouragement in 
the resis- 


tance of the Russians in this north- 
eastern theatre in contrast to* their 
retirement elsewhere. The British 
advance in the vicinity 
of Hooge, 


while not comparable with the tre- 
mendous actions in Poland, marked 
the most important engagement in 
which the British army 'has figured 
since the battle of 'Festubert in May. 
The gain was small and still has Jo 
be maintained against the almost In- 
evitable German counter attack. 


The Balkan situation is still cha- 


otic.

Grand American (Trapshooting) Han- 
dicap will be held, the exact site be- 
ing Grant Park, on Lake Michigan. 


WOOLFOLK HENDERSON. 


As Admiral Schley put it with ref- 


erence to the Spanish-American naval 
shooting match at Santiago, "there is 
glory enough to go around"—or some- 
thing like that—so it always is at the 
G. A. H., for there is a degree of 
"glory" in just being on the firing 
line of the big shotgun battle. 
But 


there are several titles to be con- 
tested for that are worthy of the best 
in any man. Among the important 
events are: The National Amateur 
(single-target) 
Championship, 
Na- 


tional Amateur (double-target) Cham- 
pionship, Preliminary Grand Ameri- 
can Handicap, Grand American Han- 
dicap and the Consolation Handicap. 
To these may be added high-average, 
introductory and several other lesser 
honors. 


So far as the writer has knowledge 


of the game, no dopester has ever been 
bold enough to predict, weeks In ad- 
vance, who would likely annex any of 
the 
mentioned trapshooting 
titles. 


That such prophetic dope is hazardous 
in any department of sport is proved 
by the lost reputations of base ball 
scribes who have essayed naming Na- 
tional or American League champions. 
Yet the chance of being branded as 
a false base ball prophet is one that 
Lfloyds would likely underwrite at a 
moderate premium compared to the 
"war risk" which would be demanded 
in the case of the seer who searched 
the trap firmament In quest of shoot- 
ing stars of the several magnitudes. 


Now, 
let it be clearly understood 


that I am not making predictions as 
to who will win any of the titles de- 
scribed, and most certainly not any 
particular title, but there >are four 
men 
whose record-breaking 
work 


with the shotgun during 1914-15 makes 
them most likely candidates for top 
and near-top honors; therefore, Mr. 
Chairman, we place in nomination the 
names of Charles H. Newcomb, of 
Philadelphia, Pa.; George L. Lyon, of 
Durham, N. C., and New York; Alden 
B. Richardson, of Dover, Del., and 
Wooflfolk Henderson, of Lexington, 
Ky. 


Newcomb is state 
champion of 


Pennsylvania, winning with a score of 
98 out of 100. His average of .9555 for 
the year 1914 was made by breaking 
3808 targets out of 3985 shot at in 
registered 
tournaments. 
Lyon won 


the 1915 New York Athletic Club's 
national 
amateur 
championship, 


breaking 192 out of 200. He also won 
the preliminary, with 191 out of 200 
targets. 
Another win was 
second 


honor in the 1915 Southern Handicap, 
Bcorlng 95 out of 100. Lyon's average 
for 1914 was .9327, made with 2761 
breaks out of 29CO shots in registered 
meets. Richardson's 1914 average was 
5380, or 2345 targets smashed out of 
2500 shot at' in registered 
events. 


Henderson led the quartette with an 
nverage of .9663 registered targets. 
However, his 1981 broken targets out 
of 2050 shot at were smaller totals, 
both in possibles and scored shots, 
than in the case of any other of the 
three shooters named. At present Hen- 
deraon holds three championships won 
at the 1914 G. A. H. They are the 
grand American 
handicap, amateur 


(single-target) 
championship 
and 


amnteur 
(double-target) 
champion- 


ship. While this record Is plenty good 
enough to retire on, yet Henderson, 
naturally, wants to repeat the per- 
formance if possible. 


A mere glance at the exploits of 


these shooting-Iron warriors gives a 
line on what may confidently be ex- 
pected of them when the realization 
of the ambition of a lifetime la at 
stake.

For one American industry the 


European war has proved literally a 
life saver. This is the business of 
growing and making sugar, both 
from cane and beeta. While sugar 
does not rank tn size as an agricul- 
tural crop with corn or wheat yet 
the amount raised from American 
soil has reached large proportions, 
ranging from 3,000,000,000 to 6,000,- 
000,000 pounds a year. 


One peculiar thing about sugar Is 
that it is grown in more different 
parts of American territory than any 
other crop. Cane sugar is the principal 
product of Louisiana, Hawaii, Porto 
Rico»and the Philippine islands 
while sugar beeta arc grown in six- 
tten states, from Ohio in the east to 


California in the west. 


A year ago the industry of sugar 


production was on the decline. Fol- 
lowing the action of Congress in re- 
ducing the duty on foreign-grown 
sugar and providing for its free ad- 
mission after May 1, 1916, forty 
Louisiana mills and plantations had 
passed into the Sheriff's hands or had 
been disposed of at forced sale, A 
dozen beet sugar factories had 
closed their doors and it was expect- 
ed that 1915 would be the last year 
during which sugar would be grown 
to any extent from American soil as 
growers declared that they could not 
meet the competition of sugar pro- 
duced under the cheap labor condi- 
tions prevailing in tropical countries. 


Then came the war, locking up tht 


export sugar supplies of Central 
Europe and causing Great Britain, 
France and other EuropAul covmUlM 
to turn to the American market At 
the purchase of sugar. Prices ad- 
vanced rapidly and the America* 
sugar grower, instead of facing de- 
struction WM once toon atie to pt o* 
duce his crop at a profit. Sugar ex- 
perts assert that prices will remain, 
at a remunerative level .as long M 
the war continues.

In few words and plain 


e\ery day language, he tells the customer the merits of hi> woods. 
He 


does not make big and unsupported claims. 


Many advertising writers, when they take their pen in hand, think 


they have got to evolve from their brain some brilliant production of 
wit and humor. 
Instead, they should talk to the newspaper's thous- 


ands of readers just as they talk to the 
single 
customer 
oser 
the 


counter. 
Pick out a few of their best bargains and attractive lines, 


and describe those goods so that the reader can get a good idea about 
them. 


Many men persist in advertising in vague general phrases that con- 


vince no one. 
"The best is the cheapest." 
"You buy right when you 


buy of us." 
"Best styles and lowest prices in the city." 


Claims like these unsupported by any facts are not ver\ convincing. 


They help out sales, because any kind of advertising gi\e> an impres- 
sion that a merchant is wide awake. 
But more definitencss would be 


much more effective. 


Here is another advertisement, printed here without indicating dis- 


play, of a certain brand of canned corn and beans, that sounds more, 
like a real conversation, and the giving of real reasons: - 


Extra Care Used in Blending 
Only No. 1 Quality Corn and Beans Used 
Shells and Dirt Carefully Kemo\ed 
Adulteration never Permitted 
Workmen Required to Bo Scrupulously Clean. 


A man who writes plain matter of fact copy like that need never 


spend a dollar on books on tuUer Using.

Thau the dapper little officer, so

can be more lavish in his tribute to 
the valor of the men who followed 
Lee and Jackson. 


The history of Col. Clem's service 


in the civil war is familiar to all of 
the older residents of Newark, but 
its lesson of patriotism, devotion to 
duty, and di'terminat:.>n to succeed, 
loses none of its force by repetition. 


Before ''Little Johnny" ( '.em. as 


he is known to this day. \vas 
10 


years years old he was in the Union 
ranks. 
At the aue of 12 ho had 


three bullet holes pat 
through 
his 


cap, his pony \\as shot from tinder 
him, and he was 
\\ounded 
several 


times. 


The story of Co!. Clem's military 


career reads hl.e 
fi- tion. 
He first 


attempted to obtain a

drummer to Capt. .MiDou^al of the 
Third Ohio resriinent. 
His infantile 


services were rej<c;ed, but when the 
regiment lis/iirdtu <ars at his home 
town of Newark.

climbed 


aboard and v, em with the soldiers to 
Cincinnati. There he uit'tred himself 
to the Twenty-second .Michigan regi- 
ment, but was as."ain rejer'eu on ac- 
count of his size and jears. 


The boy insisted on accompanj- 


ing the soldiers to the front, and he 
went with the reid:r.v_nt without ac- 
ceptance until lie was beatiii.n the 
"long roll" at Shiloh in April, ]M>2. 
His soldierly spirit so \\ 0:1 the con- 
fidence and admiration of the of- 
ficers that May 1, 1M12, he was en- 
listed at Covinston. Ky., as a drum- 
mer. 
Later he served a^ a marker. 


A piece of shell smashed the boy's 
drum.

the title of "johnny Siiiloh." 


It was at C'hickamaufia t h a t ''Lit-

battle was being formed the drummer 
boy took a musket that 
had 
been 


shortened for his use aiid mounted 
a caisson beside an artillery man. lie 
•blazed away like a veteran. 
At the 


close of the day when the army was 


falling back 
on 
Chattanooga, 
his 


brigade was surrounded and a de- 
mand made for its surrender. 
John-, 


ny did not fall back as quickly as 
the rest and a Confederate colonel, 
having summoned him to surrender, 
lamo forward w i t h drawn sword and 
used language that the little soldier 
resent i'd. 


The boy raised his musket, shot 


the Colonel and then fell as thoucli 
shot. 
Here he lay till dark when he 


managed to rejoin his comrades. For 
his gallantry Gen. Hosecrans made 
him a sergeant. After being captured 
and exchanged he was attached to 
the staff of Gen. Thomas. 
He fought 


at Shiloh. 1'erryvillo, Heseca, Kene- 
saw. Teach Tree Creek, Atlanta and 
Nashville. 


After he was mustered out with 


his comrades at the close of the war 
"Little 
Johnny" 
asked 
President 


Grant to send him to 
West 
Point. 


"Hut why." said the President, "do 
you no; take the examinations?" 


"1 did. Mr. President, bnt 1 failed 


to pass. 
Mr. President, you see, I 


was in iho war, and while

was 


there these other boys of 
my

were in school."

amazed, "you were in the war?" The

During the ensuing five

he 


served in a similar capacity with the 
Department of Texas and in 1911 he 
became chief quartermaster of the 
Department of the Lakes, now the 
central division of the army. 


Col. Clem lias been the lone civil 


war veteran in active service since

PRESENT ROOM 


The following complaint is made 


of the present quarters of the county 
board of education by the superin- 
tendent, E. V. Jordan: 


Newark, O., Aug. 9, 1915. 


To the Patrons of Licking County 


Public Schools: — 
I am frequently asked two ques- 


tions and in view of this I shall ven- 
ture an answer to both and for the 
first time put our needs up to the 
source of all power so far as I or 
any other public official is concern- 
ed: 


Why must the county board of ed- 


ucation and the county superintend- 
ent put up with the miserable quar- 
ters provided for them by the coun- 
ty commissioners? 


What sort of office would be suit- 


able for the duties of the county de- 
partment of education? 


The county board 
of 
education 


must put up with such wretched of- 
fice room because the law says that 
the county commissioners and not the 
county board of education must fur- 
nish them room. 


In answer to the second question 


I would answer that the need of the 
county department of education is a 
suite of two rooms, one to be a lob- 
by or general meeting room, the oth- 
er lor executive business or private 
conversation. 


Now that the conclusion will be 


honest I will tell why the present 
quarters are bad. 


They are dark. 
They are close 


to the basement closets. A rest room 
is about to be put in the same place. 
Two organizations frequently get in 
here together. The floor is too close 
to the ground. In the spring and 
autumn months when the heat is not 
going it is cold and damp. 
If these 


are not enough there are some other 
things that I do not like to put in 
this article. 


Why all this? 
I would solicit the support of the 


parents of the 6400 school children 
under their care that the county 
board of education might have bet- 
ter quarters commensurate with the 
dignity of the department which is 
equal to any of your county depart- 
ments.

When a hole or a rut appears, go 


fix it. 


Just now many of our roads are 


slimy with oil. A sufficient quanti- 
ty is a good thing to prevent dust, 
but 'putting on too much is a waste 
of money. 


A road roller and a scarifier arc 


each indespensable in the repair and 
maintenance of public roads. 


The speed artist 
has 
no 
legal 


right upon the public road. 


Hill climbing contests should not 


be permitted to be conducted 
on 


public roads. 


Repair and 
maintain, 
for 
"a 


stitch in time save nine" is highly 
applicable 
to 
both 
roads 
and 


streets. 


Get at it with a road scraper and 


cut the sod off of the sides of your 
roads and let the water away. 


County road officials must get to- 


gether and determine upon a prac- 
ticable plan for repair and mainten- 
ance—free from graft or pension— 
and one 
that will give 
a dollar's 


worth of service for each dollar ex- 
pended. 


Water and clay, or ordinary earth, 


when mixed invariably form mud. 
Keep all of these off of the surface 
of the road. 


Keep your road free from water 


and dry if you expect it to remain 
hard, smooth and free from 
mud 


and slush. 


Keep the holes and ruts filled and 


crowned with 
a slope toward 
the 


side ditches and the water will not 
collect along the road and soak into 
it. 


How about your ditches? 
Are 


they free from weeds, or are you 
going tt> permit them to choke up 
and dam the water back along the 
road. 


Build culverts so that tlip water 


will, of necessity, flow through them 
and not find a way around or be 
neath them. 


If your culverts have 
not 
been 


properly built then tear thorn out, 
put in new ones and save the roads.

tinuing For Five Dujs. 


[ASSOCIATED PRFSS TELEGRAM) 


Geneva, Switzerland, Aus. 10.— 


(Via Paris.)—A dispatch to the Tri- 
bune from Innsbruck, Austria, says 
that in the recent fighting along the 
section of the eastern trout, running 
from the Pissa river to Ostrov, north- 
east of Warsaw, the Germans lost 
(15,000 men in killed or wounded, 
but succeeded in capturing the prin- 
cipal fortified positions of the Rus- 
sians. 


The engagements in the vicinity 


of Novogeroievsk, the dispatch says, 
have been continuous for five days, 
and the Germans have occupied the 
northern portion of the defenses of 
the surrounded fortresses. The Rus- 
sian garrison depends mainly upon 
bayonet charges as artillery ammuni- 
tion is lacking. 


North of the Luhlin-Chelni railroad 


tlie battle continues to the advan- 
tage of the Austrians and Germans. 
In the region of Novo Alexandria, on 
the Vistula, south of Ivai'gorod, the 
Russians are offering fierce resist- 
ance, inflicting heavy losses on their 
opponents.
